Sociology, a social science dealing with the indi- 
vidual and his adjustment to society, is offered to 
upperclassmen. During this one-semester course, stu- 
dents are required to write a research paper and they 
then discuss their papers in seminars before the class. 

Another course offered in the humanities field is 



Psychology. It deals with the student's understanding 
of himself and his relation to others. Students are re- 
quired to read one book and do one experiment or two 
of either. The experiments are practical applioations 
of the subject content of a specific chapter. The whole 
class participates in these experiments.

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ENGLISH IS A NECESSITY

Goshen High School requires three years of English. 
One semester of grammar and one semester of Litera- 
ture are required of freshmen and sophomores. Among 
the books read by freshmen are Great Expectations. 
The sophomores read Silas Marner and other selections 
during Literature. Juniors must take a one-semester 
course in American Literature. The electives open to 
juniors for the second semester of required English 
are Speech, a course of public speaking; Debate, which 
includes panel discussions and symposium forms; Dra- 
matics, in which students learn to interpret and pre- 
sent plays; and Journalism which offers experience in 
newspaper writing. Also offered are English V, a re- 



view of grammar and composition, and English VA, a 
new accelerated course for juniors. 

College-bound seniors usually take a iourth year of 
English. During the first semester, they review gram- 
mar and write themes and poetry "as the spirit moves" 
Miss Zook, who is in charge of the course. Seniors 
soon learn that the spirit is most likely to move when 
it rains or snows and go to class armed with diction- 
aries and thesauruses as the weather predicts. English 
Literature completes the fourth year with a study of 
English writers. Macbeth, a play written by William 
Shakespeare, is studied as are other English classics.
